A Grayling girl who 
received a kidney transplant 
from her father has quickly 
bounced back from the proce- 
dure. 

Amanda McCellan, 10, who 
received a kidney from her 
dad, Ron McCellan, returned 
from the C.S. Motts Children’s 
Hospital in Ann Arbor to her 
Grayling home on Monday. 

The kidney transplant, which 
was expected to take 10 to 12 
hours, only took half the time 
when the surgery was done on 
January 31, said Mary 
McCellan, Amanda’s mother. 

“Once they got it in there, it 
started right off and there were 
no complications,” Mary said. 

Instead of a two and half 
week hospital stay, Amanda 
and her family were ready to 
come home on Monday. 

“She’s up and running 
around right now,” Mary said. 

Ron is dealing with an 
extreme amount of pain 
because a transplant operation 
is typically harder on the donor 
than the recipient of the organ. 

“He’s not moving around — 
not as well as she is — but .,.” 
Mary said. 

Amanda, who is a fourth 
grader at Grayling Elementary 
School, will miss classes for 
the next six weeks as she con- 


based on laws, regulations and 
science,” Marten said. 

“We're disappointed but not 
surprised. Regrettably this may 
need to be solved in the courts, 
which is what we and other orga- 
nizations are preparing to do,” 
said Anglers of the AuSable 
director Lance Weyeneth.

tinues her recovery. Ron, a 
welder at the Lear Plant in 
Roscommon, will also be out 
of work for six weeks. 

Shortly after Amanda was 
born, she was diagnosed with 
abnormal ureters, the part of 
the body which carries urine 
from the kidneys into the blad- 
der. The condition, known as 
vesicoureteral reflux, exposes 
the kidneys to infection and 
damage. Amanda underwent 
an initial surgery to correct the 
problem when she was just 5- 
months old when the family 
lived in Wichita, Kansas. She 
has been through dozens of 
other surgical procedures, Ron 
said. 

After moving to Grayling in 
1997, the McCellan family 
learned at the C.S. Motts 
Hospital that Amanda should 
not have had surgery until she 
was 5-years-old since medi- 
cine and natural growth may 
have corrected the problem. 


Extensive scaring has dam-— 


aged Amanda’s left kidney, 
and surgeons have constructed 
a new bladder using her small 
intestine. 

With the exception of a two- 
year period, Amanda has never 
gone more than seven weeks 
without a hospital stay of one 
to three months and has always 
been on antibiotics.

Free health clinic 
planned for the 
uninsured

Local health officials are 
spearheading an effort to estab- 
lish a free health clinic for the 
uninsured. 

A meeting will be held at | 

p-m. on Thursday, February 10 
in the Crawford Room at Mercy 
Hospital Grayling to plan for a 
clinic where physicians would 
volunteer their services to help 
the uninsured. 
Former Mercy Hospital 
Grayling Administrator Sister 
Mary Ellen Howard, who over- 
sees the Carbrini Clinic in 
Detroit, the largest free clinic in 
the state, will be the guest speak- 
er at the session. 

There is an estimated 8,000 to 
9,000 uninsured people in Mercy 
Hospital’s four-county service 
area, said Victor Sztengel, direc- 
tor of the Wexford/Crawford 
physician hospital organization 
for Mercy Hospital who is presi- 
dent of the Cadillac Free Clinic, 
a similar health care clinic serv- 
ing patients in Wexford County. 

Doctors, nurse practitioners 
and nurses have volunteered 
their services to run the AuSable 
Free Clinic, which would be 


open to patients every Thursday. : 


Mercy - Hospital, Family 
Independence Agency, District 
Health Department and church 
officials have been supportive of 
the clinic. Sztengel said Mercy 
Hospital would donate x-ray and 
lab services and drugs to support 
the clinic, but does not want to 
take direct control of the clinic, 
which would operate as a sepa- 
rate non-profit entity. 

“These folks wind up in our 
place anyway, and this is a much 
better way to take care of these 
people,” Sztengel said. “What 
we're trying to do is get this 
organized where these people 
can get some Iimited care, which 
will will hopefully address these 
health care crisises.” 

Officials are applying for a 
grant from Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield to financially support the 
initiative. 

Sztengel estimated that it 
would cost $50,000 to $70,000 
to get the clinic up and running. 
The funds would pay to hire a 
nurse practitioner, who would 
oversee the operation of the clin- 
ic, as well as pay for equipment, 
supplies and drugs. 

Health care officials hope to 
have the clinic up and running in 
August.

Business Loop exit to be closed in fall :

Grayling officials are arena 
ing to help business owners 
bridge the gap between the sum- 
mer and fall tourism seasons 
when the main artery into town 
will be shut down in September. 

The Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) is plan- 
ning on a reconstruction project 
for the I-75 Business Loop exit 
coming into Grayling, which will 
force the gateway into the com- 
munity to be closed for one 
month. 

The project was not initially in 
MDOT’s five year maintenance 
plan, but funds earmarked for 
bridge maintenance and replace- 
ment became available. 

“We had some money left over 
because other projects came in 
under budget so we added anoth- 
er project to the program,” said 
Hilary Owen, the development 
engineer for MDOT’s Grayling 
Transportation Service Center. 

The preventative maintenance 
work is part of an overall project 
which also calls for the recon- 
struction of the bridges at Four 
Mile Road and at U.S. 27. 


Construction of ‘the bridges. 


will begin on‘July' 11, 2005 and 
will extend through October 14, 
2005. 

The Business Loop exit is 
scheduled to be closed after 
September 7 in order to avoid 
disrupting traffic during the 
heavy tourism season, and can 
not be closed for over a month. 

“Even if the work is: done 
ahead of scheduled, the concrete 


has to cure and you can’t put traf- 
fic on it right away,” Owen said. 

During the project, traffic will 
be re-routed down Four Mile 
Road to Military Road and to M- 
93, 

Owen said MDOT officials 
have had a couple of meetings 
with law enforcement, emer- 
gency service and City of 
Grayling representatives to get 
input on the project, but typically 
only with entities who have 
authority over the roadways. 

“Since the bridge will be 
closed, we thought it would be 
useful to know what the time 
frames are,” Owen said. 

Just prior to the work, Owen 
said MDOT would be sending 
flyers to local businesses and 
would also notify local and 
downstate media so they can 
inform customers and tourists of 
the road changes. 

Dean Smith, general manager 
for the Holiday Inn of Graying 
and co-owner of AuSable Gifts, 
said shutting off traffic is a terri- 
ble prospect for businesses 
which are already hurting. 

“It’s a drive by thing - people 
see it and they will stop,” he. said, 

Smith added that state, federal 
and local officials “néed to 
address all interchange access 
issues in the city. 

“If they’re going to do this 
work, they need to make com- 
plete interchanges and they need 
to fix this mess,” Smith said. 

Doug Meroney, co-owner of 
Fannie Finn’s and manager for 
the Grayling Uptown District 
Association, said that closing off

the business will not help the, 
already struggling downtown 
business district. : 

“Tt’s like the state is saying the; 
heck with Grayling, we’re just, 
going to shut you down for a, 
month,” Meroney said. 

Erie Dawson, the owner of, 
Flowers by Josie, said he relies 
on telephone sales for most of his, 
business, but the lack of people. 
coming through town will affect, 
his bottom line. “When it hurts, 
Grayling, it hurts me,” Dawson, 
said. “It’s going to be devastating 
for the entire community.” 

Paula Harwood, the owner of, 
Sawmill Billiards, said the busi- 
ness community had weathered 
toad projects before when there 
were little options due to weath-’ 
er and tourism season. 

“It will definitely hurt busi-, 
ness,” Harwood said. “Thank 
God they’re not doing it in July.”

\ The Court of Appeals judges 
opinion’ recently released said 
that Roger Bruce Matt received a 
fair trial even through Thomas T.

Lobsinger had filled out his 


jury questionnaire on August 7, . 


2003 while he still lived in 
Crawford County, and later 
received a summons to serve on 
the jury which was forwarded in 
the mail. Lobsinger took a bus 
back to Grayling to serve on the 
jury and it was not discovered 
that he had moved until after the 
trial had finished when he turned 
in his receipt for his bus ticket for 
reimbursement. 

Matt, who robbed the Admiral 
Gas Station on September 3, 
2002, is serving an [1 year to 25 
year prison sentence for armed 
robbery at the Carson City 
Correction Facility. 

The Court of Appeals judges 
ruled that 46th Circuit Trial 
Court Judge Dennis Murphy 


did not object to Lobsinger being 


‘on the jury. while the trial was 


under. way, Lobsinger did not 
show prejudice in the case and 
failed.to show that-the. residence 
noncompliance was a substantial 
factor in the trial. 

“The trial court properly deter- 
gnined that the defendant failed 
to demonstrate actual prejudice, 
and did not abuse its discretion in 
denying the defendant’s motion 
for a new trial on this basis,” the 
judges said in their written opin- 
ion. 

Murphy. was pleased that the 
Court of Appeals concurred with 
his opinion, saying it was com- 
mendable that Lobsinger 
expended such effort to sit on the 
jury. | 

“Jt was highly unusual and | 
thought it was quite pleasant to 
see someone go to such great 
lengths to do their civic duty,” 
Murphy said. “Most people try to 
think of good excuses to get out 
of jury duty.” 

By in large, appellate lawyers 
for Matt questioned the conduct 
of state troopers who arrested 
him after he fled the gas station 
on a motorcycle. 

Court of Appeals judges said 
the troopers did not violate 
Matt’s Constitutional right to 


Adult business zoning

The adult business allowed to 
open in Grayling Township 
under much of the public’s radar 
screen drew more attention at a 
recent planning meeting than an 
ordinance amendment aimed at 
preventing further such business- 
es from locating in the communi- 


ty. 


“Citizens Who’ attended ‘a 'Tecent 
Grayling Township "Planning 


Commission meeting where an 
ordinance amendment was 
adopted to regulate adult orient- 
ed businesses barely outnum- 
bered the number of planning 
commission members at the 
meeting. 

Fantasies Unlimited, the adult 
business which opened its doors 
at 6131 M-72 West, was the lone 
subject of the few public com- 
ments made at the meeting. 
Fantasies Unlimited owner Brad 
Vannatter was allowed to open 
the business after the Grayling 
Township Board agreed to settle 
a federal lawsuit he filed against 
the township. Attorneys for 
Vannatter argued that the town- 
ships former adult ordinance vio- 
lated his First Amendment Right 
of Freedom of Speech to con- 
duct business. The lawsuit settle- 
ment allowed the township to 
place strict limitations on the 
business including hours of oper- 
ation, the manner and location in 
which sexually oriented items 
are displayed as well as exterior 
signs which could be used. 
Township officials opted to settle 
the lawsuit in order to avoid a 


costly legal battle and continued 
liability. 

Citizen Ron Larson told town- 
ship planners that he gets dis- 
gusted every time he drives past 
the business. 

“l haven’t talked to anyone 
who wants that in there,” Larson 
said, “I don’t think we should 
roll over and play dead.” 


Citizen Lois Stradling said she —

township, may deter other busi- 
nesses from coming to the com- 
munity. 

“We don’t let other businesses 
come here, why are we letting 
stuff like that in?” Stradling 
asked. 

Planning commission member 
Jamie Cox said he could not fig- 
ure out why there was a First 
Amendment issue with the store 
since they are merely selling 
products and not publishing 
materials. 

“When it comes to the courts,

months, the right to operate the 
business would be terminated. 

Grayling Township Supervisor 
Terry Wright said that David 
Birchler, a planner from the 
Detroit area who testified on 
behalf of the township in their 
federal court proceedings, helped 
draft the ordinance amendment. 

“This one should hold up in 
court better,” Wright said.

ensure that the peace and tran- 
quility of Michigan’s outdoor 
treasures — our rivers, forests, 
lakes and streams — are preserved 
for the enjoyment of future gen- 
erations,” Gillard said. 

Savoy’s plan is to “slant” drill 
an 11,000-foot exploratory well. 


The well’s surface location will 


be in the Huron-Manistee 
National Forest, but it is the area 
underneath the Mason Tract that 
will be searched for gas deposits. 
If gas is found, it is expected that 
Savoy will build at least three 
gas wells near the Mason Tract. 
The life span of such wells is 
usually 20 to 25 years, 
_ Marten said that “after the pro- 
posed drilling operations is com- 
pleted and the area restored as 
required, visitors to the Mason 
Tract would not be able to see or 
hear the operations of the well or 
the production facility.”

PRESIDENT BUSH set as one of his 
goals to reduce the federal deficit each 
year so it’s cut in half after six years. 
Conveniently that’s after his term 
expires. 

That’s a big job, and his critics could 
suggest that it wouldn’t be as big a job if 
Mr. Bush’s policies hadn’t boosted the 


federal deficit so high in the last four 
years, . 

Gov. Granholm’s goals may not be as 
severe. All she has to do is balance the 
budget each year. In Michigan these 
days, that’s tougher than it sounds. 

The governor and legislature balanced 
the budget for the current fiscal year 
(October 2004 through September 2005) 
when it was adopted a few months ago. 
It was a struggle then — with some baling 
wire here, some duct tape there, a wad of 
chewing gum some place else — but the 
budget was balanced.

The prospect for the 2005-06 budget 
year is dim as well. The non-partisan, 


non-government Citizens Research 
Council warns of a $1 billion revenue 
shortfall in the $8.8 billion general fund 
for the year beginning October 1.

BUSINESS TAXES —- Gov. Granholm 
already has detailed her plan to juggle 
Michigan business taxes to make the 
state a better place to do business, thus 
creating new jobs and resulting in high- 
er state tax revenue down the road. 

The centerpiece is reducing the busi- 
ness activities tax, paid by most busi- 
nesses based generally on the amount of 
business conducted without regard to 
profitability. 

This is the same onerous business tax, 
incidentally, which under a program for- 
mulated by former Gov. John Engler 
several years ago was designed to end 
completely over the next 23 years or so. 
The Engler reduction scale has been in 


place since, But.23 years! Talk about a 
living legacy — that was it. 

Other taxes would be adjusted up or 
down under the Granholm plan, which is 
described as “revenue neutral.” That 
means the state ends up with no more 
money after the tax changes than it 
would have received before the tax 
changes. 

But it does not mean that all business- 
es would wind up with the same .tax 
load. Some will pay more, some will pay 
less, which also means that it may help 
job creation for some Pusmesses and 
hurt it for others. 

There’s no such thing as “neutral” tax 
changes. The question is whether tax 
changes help more than they hurt. And 
the answer io that question has to be 
“yes” in-some cases, and “no” in others.

Surface use plan approved for gas well 


As Forest Supervisor of the 
Huron-Manistee National 
Forests, I am responsible for the 
overall management decisions 
that affect the forests. Those 


idecisidAs include ‘the range of 
ypublic uses of National Forest 


lands, including recreation, tim- 
ber production, wildlife manage- 
special uses of public 
lands and development of min- 
erals, specifically oif and gas. 
All decisions are based on the 
Forests’ Land and Resource 
Management Plan, agency direc- 
tion, public concerns and the best 
available scientific information. 

After a review of the relevant 
information, I have decided to 
approve the surface use plan of 
operation filed by Savoy Energy 
of Traverse City - for an 
exploratory natural gas well on 
the Huron National Forest in 
Crawford County. I know that 
not everyone will be happy with 
this decision, but [ hope people 
will recognize that forest man- 
agement must be based on laws, 
regulations and science. 

My decision comes after more 
than 18 months of analysis of the 
proposed project. Although the 
proposal has generated a large 
amount of public interest, most 
of the comments that we 
received related 10 a few specific 
concerns. 

Many comments expressed 
concern that the proposed natural 
gas well would pollute the South 
Branch of the AuSable River or 
change the secluded nature of the 
Mason Tract. After the proposed 
drilling operation is completed 


and the area restored as required, 


visitors to the Mason Tract 
would not be able to see or hear 
the operations of the well or the 
production facility. 

A number of people said that 


the proposed well site was too 
close to the Mason Tract and the: 


Mason Chapel. . After discus- 


sions with the Forest Service, the — 


U.S. Bureau of Land manage- 
ment and the Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality, Savoy Energy submitted 
an amended application that 
moved the proposed wellhead 
approximately 1/4 mile from the 
original spot and placed the pro- 
duction facility almost two miles 
from the Mason Tract boundary. 
There has been a natural gas well 
facility operating closer to both 
the South Branch of the AuSable 
and Mason Tract than the current 
proposed facility for the past 13 
years, and there is no record of 
complaints about that existing 
location. In addition, there is no 
information to indicate that the 
280 existing oil and gas wells 

have had a detrimental impact on 
the Crawford County’s recre- 
ation use or economy. 

We also heard from people 
who were concerned about the 
potential for odors produced by 
hydrogen sulfide. The well pro- 
posed by Savoy Energy will tap 
the Prairie du Chien formation, 
which does not generally contain 
hydrogen sulfide. None of the 
current 118 Prairie du Chien 
wells producing in the State of 
Michigan are classified as hydro- 
gen sulfide wells. 

We reviewed public sugges- 
tions that the well be drilled from 
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a distance of up to two miles 
from the Mason Tract. Although 
technically feasible, operating at 
that distance is impractical 
because it presents an unaccept- 
able risk to the environment, as 
well as public safety.and health. : 

We heard concerns about noise 
generated by the drilling proce- 
dure or the operation of the well. 
A report was prepared by an 
independent consultant to evalu- 
ate the potential effects of noise. 
Mitigation measures required by 
the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality permit 
and the Forest Service would 
ensure that most visitors to the 
Mason Tract and Mason Chapel 
would not hear the production 
faciltty. 

There are additional stipula- 
tions imposed on Savoy Energy 
that address other environmental 
concerns, The public may view 
all these requirements in the sup- 
porting materials to my decision 
on the forests’ website at 
www.fs.fed.us/r9/hmnf etc. 
Individuals who provided a com- 
ment on the project may see how 
their concern was addressed in 
the section titled “Response to 
Comments.” 

] recognize the unique charac- 
teristics of the South Branch of 
the AuSable and the Mason 
Tract, in the same way that | 
value the lands within the Huron- 
Manistee National Forests. My 
responsibility is to balance pub- 
lic use of our nation’s natural 
resources with the need to pro- 
tect our nation’s — natural 
resources. | believe this decision 
accomplishes both.

The story behind your 
Valentine’s Day chocolates 


(NU) — Valentine’s Day is syn- 
onymous with romance, of 
course. But of the millions who 
celebrate the popular holiday for 
lovers each year, how many actu- 
ally know the rich history behind 
it? 

There are several competing 
theories on the origins of 
Valentine’s Day. Some say its 
beginnings can be found in the 
Middle Ages, when many 
believed that birds mated for life 
on February 14. To commemo- 
tate the spirit of companionship, 
people would send love letters on 
that day. 

‘Others say we owe our cele- 
bration to the ancient Roman 
feast of Lupercalia, a pagan fer- 
tility festival that was held in 
mid-February. On this day, 
women wrote love notes that 
were placed in an urn and ran- 
domly drawn by men, who 
would. then pursue the note-writ- 
ers and claim them as compan- 
ions for.the next year, 


Early Christians preferred to 
associate the holiday with the 
saint of romantic causes, Saint 
Valentine. But there is some 
controversy regarding Saint 
Valentine: The Catholic Church 
recognizes at least three saints 
named Valentine and Valentinus. 

The most popular candidate is 
a third century priest. Legend 
says he performed secret mar- 
tiages against the orders of 
Emperor Claudius II, who for- 
bade young men from marrying 
because he believed that single 
men were inore likely to join the 
army. 

As the story goes, Valentine 
was imprisoned for his misdeeds. 
He then fell in love with his jail- 
er’s daughter and sent her a note 
signed “From Your Valentine” 
before he was executed in A.D.

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"Are you a fan of baseball? Do 
“you like history? Have you ever 
wondered how you can combine 
the two together? Well now you 


can, by playing “Vintage Base 
Ball.” This is baseball as played 


by the rules of the 19th century, 

This year there is a new 
Vintage Base Ball Club being 
formed at Hartwick Pines State 
Park to play baseball by the rules 
of the 1860s. This was the days 
before complex equipment, like 
gloves; confusing rules, such as 
base on balls; and the ungentle- 
manly acts of sliding, leaving 
your feet to make a catch and 
spitting. To learn more about 
this style of baseball and to 
become a member of the 
Hartwick Pines Base Ball Club, 
there will be a general informa- 
tion and organizational meeting 
on Wednesday, February 16, at 7 
p-m. at the Michigan Forest 
Visitor Center at Hartwick Pines 
State Park, Refreshments will be 
provided. 

Baseball of the 1860s is simi- 
lar to baseball as we know it 
today: there were nine players to 
a side, the club that was “in” (or 
batting) got three outs, there 
were nine innings to a game, and 
the size of the diamond was 
ninety feet between the bases. 
However other aspects resem- 
bled the earlier games of cricket, 
rounders and townball: the play- 
ers in the field wore no gloves, 
you could catch the ball on one 
bound (which came in handy 


without a ‘glove the ball was 
“pitched” underhand (similar to 
pitching a horseshoe), and the 
pitcher stood forty-five feet from 
the batter. 

As baseball developed during 


the mid-Nineteenth Century, the . 


game was quickly developing as 
our national pastime and took on 
strong social characteristics. 
These will be presented in the 
new interpretive program at 
Hartwick Pines when there will 
be occasional games played 
against visiting vintage base ball 
clubs and also through matches 
where the park’s visitors may try 
playing this early style of the 
game. 

Before the new Hartwick 
Pines Base Ball Club can take 


the field, players are needed. 


Along with players, there will 
also be a need for an umpire or 
two (there was only one per 
game in the 1800s), scorekeep- 
ers, and “cranks” (fans of the 
19th Century game). All 
involved will be interpreting 


_ some aspect of the game. To be 


a player, all you have to be is at 
least 18 ( or 16 if your parent is 


‘also involved) and be able to 


throw and catch a ball, and can 
run (or at least slowly jog) the 
bases. Hitting will be a plus,

Her first teaching assign- 
ment was at the Eagle community 
in Sheridan Township, Clare 
County, where in addition to 
teaching in a one-room school 
house, she also pumped water, 
carried coal, dusted, swept and 
kept the fires going. 

The family later lived in 
Harrison and she first met Robert 
Funck when he was helping with 
the rural electrification of the 
town and took “her” parking 
space. Romance blossomed and 
on New Year’s Morning, 1939 he 
proposed, They were married at 
the First Congregational Church 
in Harrison, Michigan on August 
16, 1941. They built a house at 
409 Chestnut Street in Grayling 
where they lived their whole mar- 
tied life, except for the WWII

Emergency Tooth Injury Tips Every Parent Should Know 
Children under the age of 15 account for 75 percent of all lost, broken, loos- 
ened or chipped teeth, with two-thirds of tooth trauma occuring outdoors. 
= Advances in dental care have greatly increased the odds that injured teeth can be 
gplaced or repaired, but parents must act quickly in these emergency situations. 
= “What is most important to remember when dealing with a tooth injury such 
as a broken, chipped or lost tooth is the timing. Following the initial impact, the 
atooth begins to gradually die within 15 to 30 minutes.” “Seeking immediate den- 
@tal care is critical after any tooth trauma.” 
# Most tooth injuries are characterized by damage done to the two primary tis- 
sue structures: the hard tissue of the tooth adn the sofft tissue, or pulp, 
located inside the tooth. Often when a child receives a blow to the 
mouth, he or she does not sufer from any visible tooth damage but still 
may have damaged soft tissue inside the tooth. In such cases, teeth 
often begin to turn pink and then slowly turn gray.

SESAMOIDITIS 


The sesamoid bones are two tiny, 
round bones located at the big. toe, 
They enable the big toe to move up 
and down. Sesamoids are embed- 
ded in a tendon that helps the big 
toe exert pressure against the 
ground to initiate walking. The two 
main functions of the sesamvids are 
to absorb impact forces during 
walking and other activities and to 
support the flexor tendons during 
walking. Sesamoiditis is an inflam- 
mation of these bones caused most 
often by repetitive, excessive pres- 
sure on the forefoot, If the area is 
subjected to chronic pressure ane 
tension, surround ing tissues 
become irritated and inflamed.
